The 20,000 Italians besieged in Bardia 
seem to be well and. truly beleaguered now 
that our outposts finally control the coast be- 
tween Bardia and Tobruk, while our patrols 
are regularly operating in the area south of 
Tobruk, about 75 miles imside Libya. 


Bardia certainly is being heav- 
ily shot up, for in addition to 
bombardments by the Alr Force 
and the Fleet it is now also com- 
manded by British artillery. 

By way of reply the Italians 
have established an 11-inch na- 
val gun, firing 100-Ib shelle, in 
the southern sector of Bardia’s 
defences, The British troops 
have affectionately christened 
the gun “Bardia Bill.” 

The work being done by our 
advanced patrols is astonishing. 


Coast Dominated 


One armoured car patrol spent 
Christmas Day sitting on an Ita- 
Han uerodrome due south of To- 
bruk which was formerly the Ita- 
lian main base for bombing Egypt.

They comprise the passengers of seven 
ships — the Komata, Rangitane, Holmwood, 
Triona, Vinni, Triaster and Triadic. 

It is believed that the survivors of three 
other ships — the Turakina, Notou and Ring- 
wood — are still on board the raider and pos- 
sibly certain service personnel from other 
vessels are on board also. 


Four members of the Rangi- 
tane’s crew are reported dead, 
including a stewardess, while an- 
other stewardess is reported 
missing, believed dead. 


Mr. Fraser stated that it was 
reported, though confirmation was 
still awaited, that there were only 
23 survivors from the Turakina, 
which ts a British vessel of 870 
tons. 

The Turakina Is said to have 
fought her: attacker for 2!% 
hours before going down, 

Five passengers of the Rangi- 
tane, a British vessel of 16,000 
tons, are reported to have lost 
their lives. All were returning 
to the United Kingdom after es- 
corting British children to Austra- 
lia. 


London Ships 


The Chief Officer and Second 
Officer of the British ship Komata, 
4,000 tons, are believed to be dead, 

Others reported dead are Fili- 
pinos from the 6,000-ton Triadic 
and four Filipinos from the 4,000- 
ton Triona, both of which are 
London, steamers. 

Of the ten ships mentioned. 
seven are British, two are Norwe- 
gian and one French. 

They havo been sunk in Paci- 
fic waters over a period of se- 
veral months. 

Five hundred survivors have 
new been landed in Australia.—
